Architect Jack Gardener 
was in attendance at the Sept, 
8 meeting of the St, Albert 
Protestant school board to 
give trustees a progress 
report on the district's new 
high school, 

Mr. Gardener advised 
trustees that his office is 


_ making good progress on 


the working drawings for the 
new building and that a plan 
has been prepared which 
meets as many of the teach- 
ing staff's requests and sug- 
gestions as possible. Mr. 
Gardener added he foresees 
no problems, but it will be 
another four weeks before 
tenders can be called. 

In outlining the structure, 
Mr. Gardener noted that all 
floors and roof-systems will 
be of pre-cast concrete, 
“This,’’ he said, “is auto- 
matically fire proof and 
gives us freedom to run 
ducts any way we want.’’ 
The exterior walls will have 
a brick finish, backed up 
by concrete blocks. There 
will be a hot water plant 
for corridor, washroom and 
ancillary room heating; 
classrooms will have gas 
heating, 

Mr. Gardener added that 
air conditioning could be 
installed in the schoo] at a 
later date, the budget does 
not allow for this at the pre- 
sent time, If installed at 
time of construction, air 
conditioning would add about 
$35,000 to the cost of the 
school, Mr. Gardener also 
drew attention to the high 
operational expense  in- 
volved with air condition- 
ing. 

The architect pointed out 
that considerable changes 
had been made to the orige 
inal ‘‘little theatre’’ cone 
cept. He has, after consul- 
tation with the staff and 
other individuals, done away 
with plans for a stage and 
a sloping floor and has now 
planned the area for a music 
drama workroom, 

Mr. Gardener then dise 
cussed in detail the humane 
ities wing, for which he 
presented two different 
plans, Each plan allowed 
for seven classroums, but 
in the one plan these were 
of the conventional rectan- 
gular type, while the second 
plan provided for four tri- 
angular shaped rooms, divi- 
ded by sliding walls, 

Trustees Charles Schro- 
der and Dr, Wm.

A delegation of about 12 
parents filled the board 
room at the Sept. 8 meeting 
of the St, Albert Protestant 
school board. 

They were thereto protest 

the policy regarding school 
district #6 students attend- 
ing schools outside the town 
of St. Albert. This policy 
was adopted Oct, 28, 1970 
and has been in effect one 
year, 
In brief, the Protestant 
separate district pays in 
full tuition fees for retar- 
ded children attending 
classes at L, Y, Cairns, 
Oliver, Winnifred Stewart 
and Robin Hood schools. 

It also pays tuition fees 
for children attending Evel- 
yn Unger school, Glenrose 
school, School for the Deaf, 
special classes forthe emoe 
tionally disturbed and sight 
saving classes, 

The district pays one-half 
of the tuition fees for those 
academically handicapped 
children for whom no approe 
priate programs are avail- 
able in St, Albert. 

There is a fourth catee 
gory of students who attend 
classes in Edmonton, These 
youngsters have chosen, for 
their own reasons, to attend 
high schools in Edmonton, 
They have the ability totake 
a program offered at Paul 
Kane, but some prefer ‘a 
bigger school, such as Vic’’ 
or want to take classes not 
offered locally such as drae 
matics 
guages,

tuition 


so that ‘‘academically cap- 
able students are not puni- 
shed."’ In closing, Mr. 
Thiele suggested the board 
try to negotiate a solution 
with the provincial govern- 
ment, 

Trustee Jim Wiltshire 
pointed out those parents 
whose academically handle 
capped children the board 
pays half the tuition fees 
for, still are out of pocket 
considerably more than Mr. 
Thiele, Fees for the special

The board also came in 
for some strong criticism 
from Mrs. R Brodgesell, 
“This school board makes 
no attempt to check into the 
performance ofstudents att- 
ending classes in Edmone 
ton,’’ she said, She added 
she “despised’’ the fact that 
the board had set its policy

We find no fault with the district's policy concerning 
school district's tuition policy, as reported elsewhere tultion fees. We only wish more money were available 
in this issue of the Gazette. 

In all fairness, the delegation did agree that the board 
should continue {ts financial support to those unfortunate 
parents whose children are retarded or otherwise handi- 
capped, be it academically or physically. 

Nevertheless, they did adopt a ‘‘me, too”’ attitude. They 
asked that the school district help pay the tuition fees 
for their children who are presently attending classes in 
Edmonton , , . by choice, These children CAN be educated 
in St, Albert; {t’s simply a case of them not WISHING to 
be educated here. 


Some go to Edmonton because they ‘‘like a bigger 
school,’’ or ‘‘everybody knows everyone else at Paul 
Kane,’’ others prefer courses not offered here. 

Fair enough, whatever turns you on, But can the parents 
of these children in all honesty expect the rest of the 
separate school supporters to subsidize their children? 
Keep in mind that in their case the annual government 
grant of $800 per student goes to the Edmonton schools, 
not the St. Albert district! 

“Why should we pay education tax here, if we don’t 
use the facilities,’’ some members of the delegation 
asked. There are many homeowners in St, Albert whose 
children have grown upor who do not as yet have children 
of school-age, who might well ask the same question, 

Where do we draw the line? If one prefers to send 
ones child to a private school, should the school board 
(le, taxpayer) be expected to foot the bill for this as 
well? 


The comment was made that the district superin- 
tendent’s office does not ‘‘check up’’ on the progress of 
students attending classes in Edmonton, The super- 
intendent and his assistant do, in fact, keep well informed 
on the progress of those children who cannot be educated 
in the district and whom the board sends to special 
classes in Edmonton,
